Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  presenting  you  with  my  Annual 
Report  for  1915. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  important  duty  of  economy,  both  in 
the  amount  of  paper  and  cost  of  printing,  I  have  endeavoured  to 
condense  my  report  as  much  as  possible  by  eliminating  most  of 
the  statistics  and  routine  reports  and  condensing  the  rest. 

The  estimated  population  for  1915,  according  to  calculation 
by  the  usual  factor,  was  estimated  as  11,481,  but  that  made  no 
allowance  for  war  conditions. 

Under  those  circumstances  a  civil  population  has  been  estimated 
on  the  National  Register  and  was  given  as  10,692,  and  on  this  the 
death  rates  have  been  calculated. 

The  birth  rate  is  calculated  on  the  1914  population. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (NOTIFICATION)  ACT,  1889. 

57  notifications  were  received  under  this  Act.  They  were  as

This  is  an  improvement  on  last  year,  when  there  were  94  noti¬ 
fications.  The  chief  improvement  is  noticed  in  Diphtheria  cases, 
in  which  9  cases  compare  favourably  with  55  cases  last  year.  Gisle- 
ham,  which  had  15  cases  last  year,  has  none  this  year,  and  Pakefield 
had  15  last  year  compared  with  2  this  year. 
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Of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  Kessingland  had  n  cases,  Bradwell 
6,  and  Belton  4,  the  remainder  being  scattered. 

Of  the  Enteric  Fever  cases,  2  came  from  Hopton  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  from  the  same  house  as  a  case  was  notified  in 
December,  1913.  Attempts  to  find  a  “  carrier  ”  were  without 
avail. 

One  case  came  from  Belton  and  the  remaining  case  from  Somer- 
leyton.  This  latter  case  had  been  sent  home  ill  from  her  situation 
in  a  neighbouring  town. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

There  were  6  Zymotic  Deaths,  3  from  Whooping  Cough  and  3 
from  Measles,  giving  a  Zymotic  Death  rate  of  0-56  per  1000  of  the 
estimated  civil  population  (10.692). 

The  Death  rate  from  Measles  was  0-28. 

The  Death  rate  from  Whooping  Cough  was  0-28. 

Phthisis  caused  12  deaths,  giving  a  death  rate  of  1-12  per  1000. 

Cancer  caused  13  deaths,  giving  a  death-rate  of  1-21  per  1000.

TUBERCULOSIS  REGULATIONS,  1912. 

Under  these  Regulations  12  notifications  were  received,  all 
relating  to  Phthisis  :  8  on  Form  A.,  2  on  Form  C.,  and  2  on  Form  D. 

Out  of  those  3  had  been  notified  before,  2  on  Form  C  and  1  on 
Form  D. 

This  leaves  the  nett  number  of  notifications  as  9  :  8  on  Form  A., 
and  1  on  Form  D. 

Of  those  notified,  5  died  ;  r  moved  out  of  the  district  ;  1  went 
to  the  Sanatorium  and  on  return  lived  in  a  shelter  ;  and  1  case 
was  invalided  out  of  the  Navy. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDERS. 

There  are  96  on  the  Register,  3  less  than  in  1914,  and  99  visits 
and  inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 
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There  were  8  applications  to  register  ;  8  notices  were  served 
during  the  year,  6  to  register  and  2  to  cleanse. 

All  were  complied  with. 

HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT,  1909. 

Under  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  Districts)  Regulations,  1910, 
some  progress  has  been  made. 

The  number  of  new  inspections  is  very  small,  but  an  effort  has 
been  made  to  have  the  re-inspections, of  houses  inspected  in  previous 
years  carried  out,  so  that  the  landlords  may  not  find  themselves 
forgotten,  but  may  be  stimulated  by  further  notice. 

The  inspections  are  reported  at  intervals  to  a  Committee  who 
recommend  the  necessary  steps,  but  all  the  houses  inspected  have 
not  yet  been  reported,  some  inspected  in  1913  have  not  yet  been 
reported,  and  when  they  are  reported  there  will  be  changes  in 
ownership,  and  no  doubt  some  defects  will  have  been  remedied. 

One  serious  defect  in  the  Act  is  the  inability  to  deal  with  an 
impure  or  insufficient  water  supply  by  a  Closing  Order.  In  my  mind 
a  bad  water  supply  is  a  greater  menace  to  health  than  any  other 
defect  about  a  house,  and  yet  it  has  to  be  dealt  with  under  the 
Water  Act,  which  only  allows  a  very  moderate  sum  to  be  spent. 

56  Statutory  Notices  were  issued  :  9  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875  ;  47  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909 
(including  5  Closing  Orders). 

5  new  houses  were  erected  in  1915.

OULTON  JOINT  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

On  January  1  there  were  8  cases  in  Hospital  from  1914.  All 
were  Scarlet  Fever  cases  admitted  from  the  Rural  District. 

During  the  year  1915  53  cases  were  admitted,  so  the  actual 
number  treated  was  61.* 

The  total  number  discharged  was  57.  There  were  no  deaths 
during  the  year,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  4  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  remaining  in  Hospital. 

Of  the  53  cases  admitted  during  the  year  39  were  from  the 
Rural  District,  13  from  the  Urban  District  and  1  case  of  Diphtheria 
was  one  of  the  Staff.

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The  Scarlet  Fever  cases  had  2,110  days’  maintenance,  those 
from  the  Rural  District  1,586  days,  and  those  from  the  Urban  524 
days. 


The  Diphtheria  cases  had  461  days’  maintenance,  those  from  the 
Rural  District  234  days,  and  those  from  the  Urban  District  227  days. 

The  Enteric  Fever  patients  from  the  Rural  District  had  234  days’ 
maintenance. 

The  total  number  of  days’  maintenance  of  patients  was  2,805, 
of  which  those  from  the  Rural  District  had  2,054  days,  and  those 
from  the  Urban  District  had  751  days. 

The  average  number  of  patients  was  7-68,  from  the  Rural  District 
5-62,  from  the  Urban  District  2-05. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


During  the  year  the  Water  Company’s  water  supply  has  been 
laid  on,  and  is  a  great  improvement  on  the  windmill  pump. 

As  the  hot  water  supply  to  the  wards  had  not  been  satisfactory 
for  some  time,  a  new  arrangement  was  made  with  a  boiler  and  circu¬ 
lating  tank  in  each  ward  kitchen,  which  is  more  satisfactory. 

In  order  to  use  the  new  water  supply  in  case  of  fire,  3  lengths  "of 
hose  with  nozzles  have  been  provided,  and  ought  to  be  more  useful 
than  the  chemical  fire  extinguishers. 

I  have  to  thank  all  the  Officials  with  whom  I  have  come  in  con¬ 
tact,  for  the  kindness  and  courtesy  they  have  shown  in  assisting  me.

notes  to  TABLE  I. 

This  Table  is  arranged  to  show  the  gross  births  and  deaths 

registered  in  the  district  during  the  calendar  year,  and  the 

births  and  deaths  properly  belonging  to  it  with  the  corresponding  rates. 
For  years  before  1911  some  of  the  corrected  rates  probably  will  not  be  available. 
The  rates  should  be  calculated  per  1000  of  the  estimated  gross  population.  In  a 
district  in  which  large  Public  Institutions  for  the  sick  or  infirm  seriously  affect 
the  statistics,  the  rates  in  Columns  5  and  13  may  be  calculated  on  a  nett  population 
obtained  by  deducting  from  the  estimated  gross  population  the  average  number 
of  inmates  not  belonging  to  the  district  in  such  institutions. 

♦In  Column  6  are  to  be  included  the  whole  of  the  deaths  registered  during 
the  year  as  having  actually  occurred  within  the  district. 

In  Column  12  is  to  be  entered  the  number  in  Column  6,  corrected  by  sub¬ 
traction  of  the  number  in  Column  8  and  by  addition  of  the  number  in  Column  9. 
Deaths  in  Column  10  are  to  be  similarly  corrected  by  subtraction  of  the  deaths 
under  1,  included  in  the  number  given  in  Column  8,  and  by  addition  of  the  deaths 
under  1  incuded  in  the  number  given  in  Column  9. 

fThe  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  be  able  from  the  returns  made  to  him  by 
the  local  Register  of  Deaths,  as  well  as  from  the  quarterly  lists  furnished  by  the 
Registrar-General,  to  fill  in  Column  8  in  accordance  with  the  rule  in  the  next 
paragraph  below.  The  Register-General,  either  directly  or  through  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  will  supply  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  the 
particulars  of  deaths  to  be  entered  in  Column  9 ;  and  all  such  deaths  must  be 
included  in  this  Column,  unless  an  error  is  detected,  and  its  correction  has  been 
accepted  by  the  Registrar-General.  For  Column  4  the  Registrar-General  will 
furnish  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  a  Statement  of  the  number  of  births  needing 
to  be  added  to  or  subtracted  from  the  total  supplied  by  the  local  Registrar. 

Transferable  Deaths”  are  deaths  of  persons  who,  having  a  fixed  or  usual 
residence  in  England  or  Wales,  die  in  a  district  other  than  that  in  which  they  resided. 

The  deaths  of  persons  without  fixed  or  usual  residence,  e.g.,  casuals,  must  not  be 
included  in  Columns  8  or  9,  except  in  certain  instances  under  3  ( b )  below.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  state  in  Column  8  the  number  of  transferable  deaths 
of  “  non-residents  "  which  are  to  be  deducted,  and  will  state  in  Column  9  the 
number  of  deaths  of  "  residents  ”  registered  outside  the  district  which  are  to  be 
added  in  calculating  the  nett  death-rate  of  his  district. 

The  following  special  cases  arise  as  to  Transferable  Deaths: — 

(1)  Persons  dying  in  Institutions  for  the  sick  or  infirm,  such  as  hospitals, 
lunatic  asylums,  workhouses,  and  nursing  homes  (but  not  almshouses)  must  be 
regarded  as  residents  of  the  district  in  which  they  had  a  fixed  or  usual  residence 
at  the  time  of  admission.  If  the  person  dying  in  an  Institution  had  no  fixed 
residence  at  the  time  of  admission,  the  death  is  not  transferable.  If  the  patient 
has  been  directly  transferred  from  one  such  Institution  to  another,  the  death  is 
transferable  to  the  district  of  residence  at  the  time  of  admission  to  the  first 
Institution. 

(2)  The  deaths  of  infants  born  and  dying  within  a  year  of  birth  in  an  Institu¬ 
tion  to  which  the  mother  was  admitted  for  her  confinement  should  be  referred  to 
the  district  of  fixed  or  usual  residence  of  the  parent. 

(3)  Deaths  from  Violence  are  to  be  referred  ( a )  to  the  district  of  residence, 
under  the  general  rule  ;  ( b )  if  this  district  is  unknown,  or  the  deceased  had  no 
fixed  abode,  to  the  district  where  the  accident  occurred,  if  known  ;  (c)  failing  this, 
to  the  district  where  death  occurred,  if  known  ;  and  (d)  failing  this,  to  the  district 
where  the  body  was  found.

The  classification  and  numbering  of  Causes  of  Death  are  those  of  the  “  Short 
List  ”  on  page  XXV.  of  the  Manual  of  the  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death, 
which  should  be  consulted  and  followed  in  all  cases  of  doubt. 

Copies  of  this  Manual  were  distributed  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  1912 
by  the  Registrar-General,  and  may  be  purchased  either  directly  or  through  any 
bookseller  from  Wyman  &  Sons,  Fetter  Lane,  E.C.,  price  Is. 

(a)  All  “  Transferable  Deaths  ”  of  residents,  i.e.,  of  persons  resident  in  the 

District  who  have  died  outside  it,  are  to  be  included  with  the  other  deaths 
in  columns  2-10.  Transferable  deaths  of  non-residents,  i.e.,  of  persons 
resident  elsewhere  in  England  and  Wales  who  have  died  in  the  District, 
are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  these  columns.  For  the  precise 
meaning  of  the  term  “  transferable  deaths  ”  see  footnote  to  Table  I. 

The  total  deaths  in  column  2  of  Table  III.  should  equal  the  figures  for  the 
year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

(b)  All  deaths  occurring  in  institutions  for  the  sick  and  infirm  situated  within 

the  district,  whether  of  residents  or  of  non-residents,  are  to  be  entered 
in  the  last  column  of  Table  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest  cases 

to  be  classed  as  “  Certified  ”  ;  all  other  deaths  are  to  be  regarded  as 
"  Uncertified.” 

(d)  Exclusive  of  “  Tuberculous  Meningitis  ”  (10),  but  inclusive  of  Cerebro-spinal 

Meningitis. 

(e)  Title  19  should  be  used  for  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  at  all  ages. 
(In  the  "  Short  List  ”  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  under  2  years  are 

included  under  Title  19  ;  those  at  2  years  and  over  being  placed  under 
Title  28.) 

NOTES  TO  TABLE  IV. 

(a)  The  total  in  the  last  column  of  Table  IV.  should  equal  the  total  in  column 

lOof  Table  I.,  and  in  column  3  of  Table  TII. 

(b)  Under  Abdominal  Tuberculosis  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Tuberculous 

Peritonitis  and  Enteritis  and  from  Tabes  Mesenterica, 

(c)  The  total  deaths  from  Congenital  Malformations,  Premature  Birth,  Atrophy, 

Debility  and  Marasmus,  should  equal  the  total  in  Table  III.  under  the 
heading  Congenital  Debility,  and  Malformation  including  Premature  Birth. 
Want  of  Breast  Milk  should  be  included  under  Atrophy  and  Debility. 

(d)  For  references  to  the  meaning  of  any  other  headings,  see  notes  attached  to 

Table  III.
